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General Statement and Scholastic Regulations 


Purpose 
The School of Education offers professional training to teachers 
and school administrators. 


Professional training, both theoretical and practical, is requisite for 
the securing of the best educational service since teaching and the 
administrative organization under which instructors may work most 
effectively require expert technical and practical preparation. 


Authorities in the schools of state and city and in private educa- 
tional institutions of every grade are one in their demands for teachers 
who, in addition to a thorough knowledge of their special subjects, have 
natural or carefully acquired skill in imparting their knowledge effec- 
tively to others. Hence, besides knowledge in a special field, a teacher 
must meet other requirements which may be briefly stated as being: 


1. A broad cultural background and a thoroughly sound outlook 
upon the whole of life. 


2. Knowledge and appreciation of the part education has played 
and must in the future play in the welfare and progress of mankind. 

3. Knowledge and a sympathetic understanding of man, particu- 
larly of his powers of mind and will and of the activities and manner of 
operation of these faculties at the various ages at which the school 
must deal with and fashion him. 

4. Knowledge of the techniques of the several fields of school 
work which scientific study and wide experience have found to be most 
effective. 

St. Louis University now offers this training to three classes of 
students. 


1. All who look to educational work as a career. 


2. Those who have chosen Catholic schools as their special field 
of lahor. 


3. Men and women who may for special reasons need or desire 
courses in education without reference to a degree. 


Further Purposes 

1. St. Louis University desires to offer all who are interested in 
educational work, in the history, the philosophy, the systems and pur- 
poses of education, full opportunity to acquaint themselves directly 
with the principles, aims, views and accomplishments of Catholic edu- 
cation that they may, through sympathetic contact and understanding, 
be capable of placing a just evaluation on them. 
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2. In planning the School of Education the authorities of this Uni- 
versity had as a further aim the supplying a need felt by Catholic » 
teachers and schools. These should have more ample and available 
facilities, it was thought, for anticipating the advancing standards for 
teachers in schools and colleges and for ensuring with greater ease and 
confidence the excellence of the training given in their institutions. 


There are in the United States under Catholic auspices 1600 high 
schools and 67 colleges for men and 74 for women. It is natural, there- 
fore, that with the constantly increasing numbers of these schools there 
should arise a need and out of that a demand for a School of Educa- 
tion under the auspices of an institution such as St. Louis University. 
The authorities of the University believe that this need and this demand 
have existed for some time, and they therefore hope that the opportu- 
nities now offered in the School of Education will encourage and assist 
in a very large and effective measure the Catholic teachers, lay as well 
as those of religious orders and congregations, who are called upon ta 
make their schools efficient and of recognized high excellence. 


Location 


The administrative offices of the School of Education are in the 
main building of the University, 221 North Grand Boulevard. Tempo- 
rarily, use will be made of the class rooms in the College of Arts and 
Sciences and in adjacent buildings. 


Organization 

The School of Education is organized as an integral division of the 
University and is closely coordinated with the College of Arts and 
Sciences and with the Graduate School. 


Degrees 


The following degrees in Education will be conferred: 


1. The degree of Bachelor of Arts for those who major in Edu- 
cation and in Latin; the degree of Bachelor of Science for those who 
have Education and one of the sciences as majors; the degree of 
Bachelor of Philosophy for those who choose for second major Phil- 
osophy or one of the subjects in the Social Science group. 

2. A diploma in Education will be granted those students who 
complete the four-year course in the College of Arts and Sciences with 
the full requirements in Education. 

3. Graduate degrees will be conferred by the Graduate School 
upon students doing graduate work in Education. 
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Admission 


Applicants for admission to the School of Education must be grad- 
uates of an approved academy or high school, and must moreover pre- 
sent units in certain prescribed subjects that their preparation may be 
in harmony with the course they propose to follow. These prescribed 
subjects are: English (3), Algebra (1), Plane Geometry (1), History 
(1), a science with laboratory (1). The restricted subjects are: Latin 
(4) for the A. B. course, a foreign language (2) for the B. S. and 
for the Ph. B. course, Intermediate Algebra (%) for the B. S. course. 
Units not accepted are: Those in vocational subjects if in excess of 
three units; a second unit in a given vocational or commercial subject, 
half units in year-subjects, and isolated and unrelated half units. 


While students are accepted for the Freshman and Sophomore 
years in the School of Education the special work of this School is car- 
ried on during the Junior and Senior years of the course. Hence 
students enrolled in the College of Arts and Sciences who have suc- 
cessfully completed 60 hours of acceptable work and have secured the 
consent of the Dean of the College in which they have been enrolled and 
of the Dean of the School of Education, may transfer their registration 
to this latter School. 


In seeking admission applicants must file a statement of their inten- 
tion of following the career of teaching. 


Registration must be completed in all details one week before the 
opening of courses. 


Requests for advanced standing must be accompanied by complete 
and official records of collegiate or normal school credits which must 
include the studies prescribed for the first and for the second year 
in the School of Education of St. Louis University according to the 
advanced standing sought. 


Requirements for Graduation 


These requirements may be summarized thus: 

1. Successful completion of the prescribed courses, major and 
minor sequences, senior residence. 

2. A total of 128 semester hours together with 128 credit points. 

3. The recommendation of the Faculty of the School of Education. 

4. A thesis on an assigned topic in Education. 

5. The payment of all fees and tuitions. 

The courses prescribed for the first two years in the School of Edu- 
cation are chiefly those required in the College of Arts and Sciences of 
Freshman and Sophomore students. They have been selected with a 
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view of giving such liberal outlook as is of prime importance in all 
educational training and especially necessary for men and women who. 
are to devote themselves to the instruction and molding of others. 
These subjects are courses in English, in modern foreign languages, in 
science, in Mathematics, in History and the Social Sciences. In addition 
to these, Latin is required of candidates for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts; science or Mathematics of those who seek the degree of Bachelor 
of Science; and Philosophy or History or a related subject of candi- 
dates for the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 


The special requirement in the School of Education is the major 
in Education which is to be taken during the Junior and Senior years 
and includes the fundamental courses in that department together 
with others in the specialized subjects elected by the students. For 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts a minimum requirement of 25 hours in 
Education is laid down; a minimum requirement of 30 hours in Edu- 
cation is prescribed for the degree of Bachelor of Science and for that 
of Bachelor of Philosophy. 


The further requirements as to major and minor sequences have 
already been stated in speaking of the degrees to be conferred in the 
School of Education. 


The University holds to the rule that to be admitted to candidacy 
for a degree at any Commencement an undergraduate must have secured 
credit by regular class enrollment for the full work of two semesters 
in courses in this School and must have been in residence during the 
two semesters preceding the time at which the degree is conferred 


Besides the 128 semester hours necessary for graduation, 128 credit 
points are required. This means that a rating of 77% or more must be 
secured by candidates for degrees in a sufficient number of their 
courses to total 128 points. 


The recommendation of the Faculty of the School of Education 
will be considered of prime importance in determining a candidate’s 
fitness for the degree sought. 


Tuition 
All tuition fees are payable in two installments, namely, at the 
beginning of each semester. 


The tuition fee for all courses leading to a degree is $200.00 per 
vear. Students not giving full time to the course in the School of 
Education will be required to pay $10.00 per credit hour. 
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Special Fees 
The special fees include: 


1. A deposit fee of $10.00, to be paid by those who take laboratory 
courses, for breakage and possible damage to school property. This fee 
less the actual charges against it is returnable to the student at the end 
of the session. 


2. A matriculation fee of $5.00, payable but once at the student’s 
first registration at the University. 

3. The Activities fee of $10.00, which is a contribution to student 
activities under University control. This fee entitles to admission to all 
athletic events, to a year’s subscription to the annual and weekly publi- 
cations of the University, and to participation in the activities of the 
Students’ Conclave. 


4. A diploma fee of $10.00, payable by candidates for degrees at 
the time when favorable action of the Committee on Degrees is 
reported. 


5. A health fee of $5.00, which entitles the student to a complete 
physical examination, to expert hygienic advice on the basis of the 
physical examination, to routine medical attention in the students’ clinic 
of the University, and to medical attention at home in case of an illness 
which is not too protracted. 


Libraries 


The University Library, located in the Administration Building, 221 
North Grand Boulevard, containing approximately 100,000 volumes. 
This library is particularly rich in the classics and in the classical 


authors in philosophy. It is well provided with current periodicals on 
Education. 


The Science Library, containing approximately 5,000 volumes and 
especially the periodical literature on physics and mathematics. 
Supplementary to these libraries is the University Branch of the 


Public Library with its special collection of books and convenient 
service. 
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Departments and Courses 


Academic 


Since the courses for Freshman and Sophomore students in 
the College of Arts and Sciences are paralleled in the School of 
Education, the usual subjects open to students of the first two years in 
the former are likewise available to students enrolled in the latter. 
These courses are: Biology, Chemistry, Economics, English, Apologetics 
and Scripture, French, German and Spanish, nistory, Latin and Greek, 
Political Science, Public Speaking and Sociology. Students in the 
upper classes have open to them courses in Philosophy, Psychology, 
Ethics and the advanced courses in the other departments named above.

11. EpucaTionaL PsycHoLocy. The practical application of the 
views established in General Psychology to the conduct of the teach- 
ing process and class-room discipline. 


Prerequisite, General Psychology. 


13. PsyCHOLOGY OF THE ELEMENTARY ScHOooL SuBjects. In this 
course a critical analysis is made of the psychic processes involved in 
the study of the fundamental school subjects, the purpose being to 
assist the teacher in the actual work of adjusting these studies to the 
capacities of elementary school pupils. 


15. PsycHoLoGy oF THE SECONDARY SCHOOL SUBJECTS. This course 
proposes to acquaint the teacher with the psychological processes in- 
volved in the mastery of secondary school subjects. The function 
of the higher thought processes in abstract reasoning and sustained 
thinking is illustrated by typical topics and problems selected from the 
several subjects of the secondary school curriculum. 


17. Cuitp Psycuoitocy. A genetic study of the child’s mind, its 
nature and original endowment; characteristics dominant at different 
ages and their significance for the teacher; the development of mental 
traits and abilities; variations from normality and attendent abnormal 
conditions. 


21. MentaAL TESTS AND MEASUREMENTS. The application of tests 
and scales and the interpretation of results obtained. Standards of 
achievement and their value in the class room.
